This application is before the Office of PCT Legal Administration for consideration of 
issues arising under 35 U.S.C. 371. 



On 30 July 2004, applicant filed international application PCT/IB2004/022582, which 
claimed priority of an earlier application filed 08 August 2003. The thirty-month period for 
paying the basic national fee in the United States expired on 08 February 2006.
